Was  a  good  one,  ill  becomes  the  dig 
Hi  tied  name  of  a  Ketling,  once  the  or- 
nament of  Engli.'h  jui ifprudeiice,  but 
now  the  inttrument  of  a  babbling 
tribe,  whom  a  pious  attention  to  his 
memory,  (honld  have  in  fared  a  more 
rsefpectfttl  deference.  But,  fir,  your 
folly  has  precluded  you  lrom  making 
any  dillinciions  ;  and  being  a  mere 
child  in  politics,  you  have  not  yet 
learnt,  to  make  a  difcrimination  be- 
tvrrn  that  kind  of  conduct,  which 
would  have  made  you  relpecYable  in 
the  opinions  of  you,-  party,  and  that, 
Which  both  your  friends  and  your  op- 
pose .its,  have  very  generally  united 
to  reprobate.
